Regarding claim 1 and its dependent claims: The prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggests a spring member constituted so that the spring member has an effective length shorter 
than a rotation stroke of the rotary shutter, and the rotary shutter is led to the closed position 
when ejecting the disk cartridge from the disk drive. 

Regarding claim 6: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests shutter closing 
means constituted of an elastic member which is engaged with a shutter knob and bent by the 
shutter knob to allow the shutter knob to pass through when inserting the disk cartridge into the 
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disk drive and engaged with the shutter knob to lead the rotary shutter to a closed position to be 
locked by a shutter locking member when ejecting the disk cartridge from the disk drive, and 
bent by the shutter knob to allow the shutter knob to pass through, wherein the shutter knob 
protrudes from an arcuate groove.
